W a s h i n g t o n , March 21.—The demo­ 
cratic members of the finance commit­ 
tee have completed the consideration 
of the tariff bill and in its revised and 
completed form it was submitted to the 
full committee, republicans and demo­ 
crats, yesterday. 
The most im portant 
change made in the bill is in the sugar 
schedule, a change being made by 
which an additional duty of one-eighth 
of I cent a pound is given on all sugars 
testing above 98 degrees by the polari­ 
scope test or which are above No. IG 
Dutch standard in color. 
The text of 
the sugar schedule as agreed upon is 
as follows: 
“All sugars, tank bottoms, sirups of 
cane, juice or of beef juice, melada, 
concentrated 
melada, concrete and 
concentrated molasses testing by the 
polariscope not above 80 degrees shall 
pay 
a 
duty of I cent 
a pound 
and 
for 
every 
additional 
de­ 
gree 
or 
fraction 
of 
a 
degree 
above 80 and not above 90 degrees 
shown by the polariscope test, shall 
pay one one-hundredth part of a cent 
per pound additional, and above 90 and 
not above 98 degrees, for every ad­ 
ditional degree or fraction of a degree 
shown by the polariscope test, shall 
pay a duty of two one-hundredths of a 
cent a pound additional, and upon 
all sugars testing above 
98

by

or above 
No. 
IG 
by

Dutch 
standard in color there shall be levied 
and collected a duty of one-eighth of 
I cent a pound in addition to the duty 
imposed upon sugars testing above 98 
degrees; molasses testing not above 56 
degrees Dy the polariscope shall pay a 
duty of 2 cents a gallon; molasses 
testing above 56 degrees shall pay a 
duty of 4 cents a gallon.” 
Tin plate, terne plate and tagger’s 
tin, I cent per pound, instead of I 1-5 
cents as in the Wilson bill, the senate 
subcommittee 
not 
having 
before 
changed from the Wilson r^te. 
In 
this paragraph the Wilson bill pro­ 
vision th at the rate shall take effect 
Oct. I, 1894, is restored. 
The lead and lead ore duties are left 
unchanged from the senate subcom­ 
mittee rates, as are the iron ore and 
coal duties. 
The provisions abrogating the Ha­ 
waiian reciprocity treaty are struck 
from the revised bill and a specific 
declaration is inserted repealing the 
reciprocity treaties negotiated under 
the McKinley act. 
In the internal revenue schedule the 
committee strikes out the provision 
which the senate subcommittee in­ 
serted, 
taxing 
cigars 
and 
cigar­ 
ettes 
weighing 
more 
than three 
pounds $5 per thousand and cigar­ 
ettes in paper not weighing more than 
three pounds, SI per thousand, and 
wrapped in tobacco, 50 cents per thou­ 
sand, thus leaving the taxes on these 
articles unchanged from the present 
law. 
The provision in the income tax 
amendment relating to tax on build­ 
ing and loan associations, w’hich was 
exempted by the house and stricken 
out 
when 
the 
senate 
subcom­ 
m ittee reported the bill, has been 
restored with the proviso th at the tax 
shall not be levied upon those institu­ 
tions which make no loans except to 
share holders for the purpose of en­ 
abling them to build homes.* 
The provision in the Wilson bill pro­ 
viding for the reimbursement of im­ 
porters for damages to goods while in 
custody of custom ofiicers has been 
stricken out and the present law re­ 
mains in force. 
In reporting the bill Senator Voor­ 
hees announce! th at he would call it 
up for consideration by the senate on 
April 2, one week from next Monday. 
Senator Morrill stated in behalf of the 
republican members of 
the 
com­ 
m ittee th at while they had 
made 
no objection to reporting the bill, they 
were opposed to the bill, particularly 
because of the income tax and the 
change from the specific to the ad 
valorem form of duties. Then Senator 
McPherson read a prepared statem ent 
in which he said that at the proper 
time 
he 
should 
offer 
amend­ 
m ents to strike out the income tax 
feature on the ground th at it was un­ 
necessary, un-American, undemocratic 
and unwise; and to restrict the sugar 
tests to the polariscope method, as he 
believed it dangerous to permit an in­ 
spector to have the choice of methods. 
The bill then w ent on the calendar 
and from now until April 2 the sen 
ators will be supposed to be studying 
the bill and preparing the speeches for 
and against it.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 2 1 .—The ques­ 
tion of amending the constitution se 
as to give the President the right to 
veto items of appropriation bills may 
be solved at this session. 
Frequently 
the chief executive finds provisions in 
these bills th at are objectionable to 
him, yet rather than sacrifice the nu­ 
merous items which would result from 
a veto, he signs the bills and they be­ 
come laws as a whole. Representative 
de Armond of Missouri has intro­ 
duced in the house a resolution amend 
ing the constitution so as to empower 
the President to veto any one or 
more items of an appropriation bill 
The measure, if it becomes a law, will 
effectually put a stop to the practice 
of loading appropriation bills with 
“riders” which the authors can not get 
passed in any other shape. 


In th e Senate. 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 2 1 .—After Mr. 
Voorhees had introduced the tariff bill 
in the senate yesterday Mr. Morrill, 
one of the republican members of the 
finance committee, said he had no ob­ 
jection to the bill being reported, but 
he was opposed, not only to the in­ 
come tax, but also the change from 
specific to ad valorem duties. 
In answer to an inquiry Mr. Voor­ 
hees said there would be a w ritten re­ 
port when the bill is called up. 
Mr. McPherson (dem., N. J.) ex­ 
plained his relation to the rest of the 
finance committee, stating that he had 
assented to the report believing the 
bill was the best obtainable in com­ 
mittee, though it did not entirely meet 
his view’s. 
Mr. Turpie failed to secure an agree­ 
m ent for the consideration of his reso­ 
lution declaring against the annexa­ 
tion of Hawaii, and then Mr. George 
addressed the senate on the legal aspect 
of Hawaiian affairs. 
After some little unim portant busi­ 
ness and an executive session the 
senate adjourned. 


N avy A p p rop riation s B ill D ra fted . 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 20.—The naval 
appropriation bill as prepared by the 
sub-eommittee was laid before the full 
committee yesterday. 
The estimates 
of the secretary amounted to $27,875,- 
914 and the total amount recommended 
by the subcoinmiteee is $27,6p7,930. 
No new naval vessels are provided for 
in the bill in its present form. 
It is 
probable, however, that provision for 
three or four new torpedo boats will 
be inserted by the full committee. 
The number of enlisted persons has in­ 
creased from 8,250 to 9,000 by the act 
of 1803. 
This alone requires a marked 
increase for pay of men. 
The new 
cruisers have made necessary an in­ 
crease for coal of $191,000.

not seduced her; th at the defendant 
would take the stand in his own be­ 
half. 
The examination 
to 
which Miss 
Pollard was subjected was a severe 
one. 
The 
conclusion 
of 
it 
was a review of her previous testi­ 
mony. “ When did you first meet Mrs. 
Blackburn?*’ was Mr. Butterw ortli's 
first question. 
Miss Pollard said she had met the 
widow of the ex-governor of Kentucky 
in the winter of 1890 when she (Miss 
Pollard) was stopping in Washington 
with Mrs. Fillette. 
Mrs. 
Blackburn 
had called at the house and the hostess 
had presented them. 
Letters said to have been w ritten 
by her to Mr. Rhodes w erf read to the 
jury. 
The letters were w ritten in a 
most affectionate strain and were ap­ 
peals for money. 
They 
did 
not 
strengthen the case for the plaintiff, 
tending to show th at Miss Pollard, in 
spite of her denials, had been intim ate 
with other men than Col. Breckin­ 
ridge. 
Afterward Miss Pollard declared the 
letters were w ritten at Col. Breckin­ 
ridge’s dictation and with the purpose 
of deceiving the world as to their rela­ 
tions. 
The plaintiff said: 
“ Mr. Breckinridge planned them all; 
dictated them to me. . Some of them 
he wrote on the tw pew riter when I 
was ill at the asylum and not able to 
write, sayiug in explanation th at I was 
learning the t 3rpewriter.

Manley of the Republican executive 
committee, in a letter to ex-Speaker 
Reed, explains some things about the 
proposed change in the basis of repre­ 
sentation in the national convention. 
The question comes up again through 
a resolution offered at the last meeting 
of the national committee in this city, 
when Mr. Scott of West Virginia pro­ 
posed th at the next Republican Na­ 
tional convention should be composed 
of two delegates-at-large from each 
state and territory, one delegate from 
each congressional 
district in the 
United States, and an additional dele­ 
gate for each 7,000 republican votes 
cast in any congressional district at 
the presidential election of 1892, with 
a delegate for the fraction of 7,000 
votes greater than one-half. 
Chairman Manley says: 
“ If the call 
should be based upon this resolution, 
the following states will have the same 
num ber of delegates as if the call were 
based upon the old representation of 
four 
delegates-at-large from 
each 
state 
and two 
from 
each 
con­ 
gressional district: 
Delaware, Mon­ 
tana, 
North 
Dakota, 
Rhode 
Isl­ 
and. 
The following states would 
gain 
in 
representation, 
as 
fol­ 
lows: California, 7; Colorado, 2; Con­ 
necticut, 5; Illinois, i2; Indiana, 22; 
Iowa, 19; Kansas, 14; Kentucky, 7; 
Maine, 2; M aryland, 6; Massachusetts, 
9; Michigan, 21; Minnesota, 9; Mis­ 
souri, 14; Nebraska, 4; New Hamp­ 
shire, 2; New Jersey, IO; New York, 
54; North Carolina, G; Ohio, 34; Penn­ 
sylvania, 33; South Dakota, 2; Ver­ 
mont, 2; Virginia, 6; West Virginia, 6; 
Wisconsin, 13. 
“The following states would lose in 
representation, as follows: 
Alabama, 
ll; Arkansas, 4; Florida, 4; Georgia, 
13; Idaho, 2; Louisiana, 8; Mississippi, 
9; Nevada, 3; Oregon, I; South Caro­ 
lina, 9;

It would increase the 
number of delegates in the convent 
from 902 to 1,165, making a net in­ 
crease of 26.1 delegates.”

in the national convention forty-three 
votes.

Two cups of sweet milk, a cup of sugar, 
half cup of butter creamed with the sug­ 
ar, a cup of homemade yeast, 2 eggs well 
beaten. 
Add flour and mold into a stiff 
dough. 
Let it rise until very light; then 
roll it out to a sheet about half an inch 
thick, cut out your cakes and let them 
stand on floured plates in a warm place 
and rise again until very light. Fry in 
hot fat, shake off the grease and roll in 
pulverized sugar while hot. 
A simple way to attain a similar end 
is to take, in the morning of your baking 
day, about a pint of your light bread 
dough (of course this presupposes that 
your bread was 6et over night) and work 
into it a beaten egg, half a cup of sugar, 
a piece of butter the size of a walnut and 
a little nutmeg or cinnamon. Roll out 
thin, cut and let them rise; then fry and 
treat as above.
